Sixty years ago last autumn the 
then four-year-old cow Erica 843 was 
taken North from Kinnaird Castle to 
Ballindalloch Castle. No transaction 
in connection with the Aberdeen-An- 
gus. breed stands out with greater 
prominence, for through the whole 
world-wide fabric of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding there has been interwoven 
by successive generations of descend- 
ants the blood of this most notable matron of the breed. There can 
scarcely be a herd of the breed at the present day that has not in 
its up-building drawn upon this source, and today the Erica tribe is 
perhaps the most numerous of the great Aberdeen-Angus family, 
outnumbering even, it is believed, the descendants of that other 
famous matron of the same time, Pride of Aberdeen 581. It is in- 
deed a singular coincidence that these two cows were calves of the 
same year, and that they should prove the foundresses of the two 
most popular and most numerous families of the breed, six and a- 
half decades later. In these few notes no attempt is made to write 
an exhaustive account of the 
Erica family, for to do so, ev- 
en in abridged form, would 
mean the writing of the later- 
day history of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed, for there is 
scarcely a herd in the world 
that has not a percentage of 
Erica blood in its compesition, 
while in showyard triumphs 
and sale records members of 
the family hold a foremost 
place. 

Erica, like her kinswom- 
an, Pride of Aberdeen, was 
calved in 1857. She was bred 
by Lord Southesk, who main- 
tained a famous herd at Kin- 
naird Castle—an old seat of 
Aberdeen - Angus __ breeding 
which present-day supperters 
of the breed would rejoice to 
see re-established. Hey sire 
was Cupbearer, a bull calved 
in 1850, and bred by Mr. Alex. 
Bowie, Mains of Kelly. In 
Volume I. of the Herd Book 
there are entries of twenty- 
two bulls and sixteen cows af- 
ter him, including Erica. As 
a two-year-old he was pur- 
chased by the Earl of Southesk from his breeder, the purchase price 
beng £60. He had already acquired showyard fame, his wins in- 
cluding first at the Eastern Forfarshire Show in 1851, first at the 
Perth Highland Show in 1852, first at the Roval Northern in 1853, 
first in the Highland Show in 1854, first at the Angus Show in 1856, 
and that same vear he was awarded a prize at the Concours Agri- 
cole at Paris. It is well to remember that these exhibitions on 
French soil did a great deal for the development of the breed, and 
it is interesting to recall that Cupbearer did his “bit” in this re- 
spect, paving the way, along with his half-brother Hanton the same 
vear for the greater victories of some of their descendants, when 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed was to be placed in the forefront of the

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world’s cattle breeds. Every student 
of Aberdeen-Angus lore knows, of 
course, that Cupbearer, the only calf 
of Rose of Kelly, was half-brother to 
Hanton, the sire of Pride of Aber- 
deen, both being by the Keillcr-bred 
Pat 29. Pat must have been an im- 
pressive sire to have even two such 
sons to his credit. He had showyard 
qualifications, too, though, owing to 
a large tumor, he was only once exhibited—namely, as a three- 
year-old at Brechin. He had to walk eighteen miles to the show, but 
managed to get a premium in the aged class. Though stated in the 
Herd Book to have been bred by Mr. Hugh Watson, Pat was really 
calved to Mr. Bowie, who purchased the dam, in-calf to Old Jock: 
Ist, at Mr. Watson’s sale in September, 1848. And despite the ap- 
parent mixing up in the early days of the Keillor Jocks, it is inter- 
esting to recall that Emily 332, the dam of Erica, is also by Old 
Jock Ist, thus binding together in close relationship the two great 
families of Ballindalloch Ericas and Tillyfour Prides. Emily 332 
was calved in 1852, and was 
bred by Mr. Hugh Watson, 
from whom she was purchas- 
ed as a yearling by the Earl 
of Southesk. So far as can 
be traced, she had only three 
calves—two bulls, Epicure 
ecalved in 1855, and Ethelred, 
calved in 1858, and between 
these two came her only 
daughter, Erica. 

Erica was calved on May 
4th, 1857, but, being neither 
an early nor a very strong 
calf, she was not shown as a 
yearling. In the autumn of 
1858 the late Mr. John Collie, 
Ardgay, saw her at Kinnaird, 
and _ strongly advised Lord 
Southesk to put her into 
show-yard form for the fol- 
lowing year, with the result 
that she was first az the An-

gus Association’s show at 
Dundee. As a two-year-old 
cow she was sent to the 


Highland, which took place 
that year at Edinburgh, but, 
unfortunately, she was “for 
certain reasons” temporarily 
out of form, exhibiting too 
much slackness in the back. Mr. John Collie, Ardgay, was first 
with Mayflower 314, bred at Mulben, and the foundress of a family 
worthy of greater attention than is now paid it. Another May- 
flower shown by Mr. R. Walker, Monthletton, was second, and third 
came Erica, shown by her breeder, the Earl of Southesk.. That 
same year she was also first at the Angus Association’s show at 
Arbroath. 

The herd at Kinnaird was then under the charge of the late 
Mr. John Peter, elder brother of that veteran and widely-respected 
judge and gentleman, Mr. James Peter, so well known as agent for 
Lord Fitzhardinge, Berkeley. In course of a communication which

That price has 
been the extreme top since the month nam- 
ed. Aberdeen-Angus steers scored the fig- 
ure on all but one time, when Herefords 
claimed the honor. 

Extreme top price for cattle in January 
was $11.85 and in February $11.00. By the 
end of February top steers were selling 
around $10.50. On March 1, John F. Han- 
sen, Clinton county, lowa, marketed a load 
of 1300-pound Aberdeen-Angus which sold 
to Swift for shipment to United Dressed 
Beef company, New York, at $10.40 and this 
price has been a barrier to cattle salesmen 
ever since. 

It was not until April 5 that $10.40 was 
reached again. On that date a load of Clin- 
ton county, Iowa Aberdeen-Angus, averag- 
ing 1339 pounds, belonging to J. F. Momm- 
sen, sold at that price for shipment to Unit- 
ted Dressed Beef company. On the twenty- 
sixth day of the same month a load of 1312 
pound Aberdeen-Angus fed by Stevens & 
Bealer, Bureau county, Illinois, sold to Swift 
at the same price. On Tuesday of this week 
a load of 1320 pound Aberdeen-Angus steers 
made the price going to Morris. 

Herefords belonging to L. C. Bauer, Bur- 
eau county, Illinois, averaged 1409 pounds 
and earned $10.40 again this week, to Ar- 
mour. 

These cattle all displayed top quality and 
finish and had been on full feed from five 
to six months. Three states—Missouri, IIli- 
nois and Iowa—were represented in the 
$10.40 cattle, and four of the largest pack- 
ers each shared at least one load of the top- 
notchers.—Des Moines, lowa, Register, May 
13th.

The average prices by breeds attained at 
the auction sale of fat cattle sold in car load 
lots at the International tells a tale that 
should be remembered and presented for the 
consideration of the gentlemen who knock 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed.

of Southesk for £180. In 1859 his lordship 
exhibited Windsor at the Highland, when he 
was not only first in his class, but won the 
male championship of the breed. The pro- 
duce of this mating was Guardsman of Bal- 
lindalloch 658. Of this bull history tells us 
very little. For two years no produce is re- 
corded out of Erica, and then, after two fe- 
males to be noted later, came the calf of 
1868, known as Cupbearer of Ballindalloch 
451 by Trojan 402. As a two-year-old Cup- 
bearer was second at the Highland, giving 
way there to the member of the great trium- 
virate of Jilts, Juryman, the sire of Erica’s 
greatest son. Exciseman 473, the calf of 
1871, was by Victor of Ballindalloch, bred at 
Montbleton, and descended from Balwyllo 
stock. He sired, among other cows, Eva 
984, dam of Iliad’s sire, and herself a fre- 
quent National winner. Victor of Ballindal- 
loch was also successful at local shows. Ex- 
ciseman was the first instance of Sir George 
using a bull of which he had been the mat- 
ing breeder, and as the sire of Jewess 1916, 
one of the best Jilts ever bred, he must find 
a niche in the breed’s roll of honour. Great- 
est, however, of Erica’s sons was Elcho 595 
by Jurvman, and calved in 1872, being, in- 
deed, the last recorded calf of the then fif- 
teen-vear-old matron, though Erica lived till 
September, 1873. Elcho was sold as a two- 
year-old to Mr. John Grant, Advie, and was 
used there during the seasons 1874-5-6, leav- 
ing sixty-five calves. In the autumn of 1876 
he was purchased back to Ballindalloch; two 
years later he joined the Earl of Strath- 
more’s herd at Glamis, and in 1881 he was 
purchased by the Earl of Airlie. In 1885, 
when thirteen years old, he was bought back 
by Mr. Grant, Advie, who, however, passed 
him to Sir George Macpherson Grant, and 
from Ballindalloch he was, in November, 
1886, sent to the butcher.
